TERMS AND CONDITIONS. 

SHIPPING — Please give shipping directions, whether by freight or 
express, also route. If no directions are given, we will forward to the 
best of our judgment, without assuming responsibility, as all goods 
travel at purchaser’s risk and expense. Our shipping season usually 
begins from the tenth to the fifteenth of October and lasts all during 
the winter and well into the spring. 

TERMS — Cash or satisfactory security, except that we extend the 
usual terms of credit to known, responsible nursery men. Orders to be 
sent C. 0. D., should be accompanied by one-fourth cash to receive 
prompt attention. 

PRICES — The quotations in this list are for the WHOLESALE 
TRADE ONLY, and are limited to the Fall of 1917. Should prices 
change either higher or lower, during the season, the prices made at the 
time an order is accepted are expected to stand. 

RATES — Fifty trees, of not less than ten of a variety, will be furn- 
ished at hundred rates. Three hundred trees of not less than ten of a 
variety, will be furnished at thousand rates. Long lists of varieties of 
a few trees of a kind are subject to a ten per cent increase in prices. 
All trees above the y 2 to %-inch grade are tied in bundles of ten in 
grading. Order tens or multiples of tens of a variety as far as possible. 

PACKING — We pack all stock in the most thorough manner, for 
which a moderate charge — sufficient to cover the cost — will be made. 
Boxes, packed and paper lined will be charged as follows: 

30 inches square, 8 to 10 feet long, at.... $3. 25 each 

24 inches square, at $2.50 to $2.75 each 

18 inches square, at $1.75 to $2.00 each 

Bales will be charged at from 25c. to $1.00 each 

CAUTION- — We accept all orders on the condition that they shall 
be void should injury befall our stock from frost, hail, fire, flood or 
other causes over which we have no control. 

GRADES — We grade carefully, in some cases by caliper, in others 
by height. When graded by both caliper and height, the caliper must 
govern. 

Dealers wishing to pack on our grounds will find our facilities first 
class and their orders will receive prompt attention. 

CLAIMS — No claims for rejections or deficiencies will be enter- 
tained unless made within ten days after arrival of goods.
